A dinner meeting in honor of 
Prof. E. Stanfield, Prof. W. A. 
Lang and J. Crawford, chief inspec¬ 
tor of mines, was held at the Grand 
Union hotel, Coleman, on March 
15, by the Rocky Mountain branch 
of the Canadian Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgy, attended by 12 
members and 31 guests.

Young, of Hillcrest-Mowhawk Col¬ 
lieries, Ltd., introduced the guests 
of the evening. 

Prof. Edgar Stanfield, chief re¬ 
search engineer for the Research 
Council, in his address stated stud¬ 
ies were being made to discover 
suitable laboratory tests for the 
explosibility of coal dust samples 
and the “smokiness” of Alberta 
coals. Tests were being conducted 
on various Alberta coals for use in 
automatic stokers. The “Hydro¬ 
genation” “Cardonization” and 
“Briquetting” of Alberta coals 
were being studied with a view to 
increasing markets.

Council To Put New Business Tax 
System Into Fcce; Maintain Effort 
To Secure Dentist Here 


May Have A Second Taxi 

Located Here; Question of Hav¬ 
ing District Nurse Discussed. 

Regular meeting of council was 
held on Monday evening. Present 
Mayor Aboussafy, Councillors Cox, 
Dutil, Jenkins, Lowe, Ramsay and 
Wilson. 

Frank Cocciolone was present to 
ask council’s permission to operate 
a taxi business in town. Council in¬ 
formed him that it was doubtful if 
they could give or refuse him sanc¬ 
tion. He was advised to make ap¬ 
plication for his license to Edmon¬ 
ton. He advised council that he had 
a priority for a new car and that 
he had been given a stand at the 
Empire hotel. 

A letter was received E. G. Han- 
sell, M.P. stating that his party 
was still pressing for a reduction in 
gasoline prices despite Mr. Ilsley’s 
statement in the House that the 
government did not contemplate 
changing its recent decision of 
boosting Western Canadian gas 
price two cents per gallon. 

Fire Chief Antle submitted his 
fire report. It revealed that five 
practises had taken place in recent 
weeks. The brigade had been called 
out to a chimney fire at the Em- 
merson residence, but it had not 
been necessary to bring the fire 
hose into play. 1,000 feet of addi¬ 
tional hose was recommended to be 
purchased at a cost of approximate¬ 
ly $1,200. Council will purchase the 
hose in four lots at various times 
throughout the year. 

The question on whether to dis¬ 
pose of the old fire truck or keep 
it for town work was discussed. It 
was finally decided to call for ten¬ 
ders on it, emphasis being placed 
on the fact that the highest or any 
tender may not be accepted. 

It appears that the present 
measles epidemic caused the ques¬ 
tion of a district nurse for Coleman 
and district to be discussed at Sun¬ 
day’s union meeting. The union 
asked one of its council represent¬ 
atives to bring the matter before 
council with the suggestion that the 
question be thoroughly discussed 
between the council, school board, 
and doctors and decide if it was 
feasible to engage a district nurse. 
Council was in favor of the sugges¬ 
tion and the Health committee was 
authorized to arrange a meeting 
with the other two parties. 

No reply had been received from 
the dentist council had endeavored 
to interest in locating in Coleman. 


A letter will now be sent the Dental 
Association asking that body to use 
its influence in getting a dentist 
to locate in Coleman. 

A new system of taxing the busi¬ 
ness houses in town was explained 
by councillor Aboussafy. The new 
system bases its tax on the floor 
space in a building rather than on 
the stock. One of the unfairnesses 
which had arisen in the old system 
was that a firm may have had a 
heavy volume of stock on his 
shelves when the assessor made his 
call. As a result his taxes over the 
next five years period was high. His 
competitor might have been low in 
stock on the particular day the as¬ 
sessor paid a visit. His taxes during 
the next five years period would be 
low. By using the floor space 
system it rectifies these injustices 
and makes for a more balanced 
assessment throughout the town. 
From the few figures revealed it 
would appear that greater taxation 
revenue will result from the busi¬ 
ness section due to the new system. 
The by-law will be drafted by the 
mayor and finance committee dur¬ 
ing the next two weeks and notice 
of motion was given that the by¬ 
law would be presented at the next 
meeting for his first, second and 
third readings.

THERE WERE FEW ASPECTS OF LIFE which were not affected by 
the German conquest of Europe, and the task of restoring the occupied 
countries is an enormous one. One of the many urgent needs is for the 
re-building of educational institutions, which were often wilfully destroyed 
by the Nazi invaders. In 1942 a conference of Allied Ministers of Educa- 
ton was called in London, when plans were discussed for providing assist¬ 
ance in restoring the schools and colleges of Europe after the war. Later, 
representatives from the Dominions of the British Commonwealth, India, 
the United States, Russia and China were invited to join the original 
organization, which had consisted only of members frcm Britain and nine 
enemy-occupied countries of Europe.

BOOK centre taken over by the Preparatory Commission of the 

Was Set Up United Nations’ Educational, Scientific and Cultural 

■ Organization. One important project of this body 

is to provide books and periodicals for Allied national and university lib¬ 
raries. This work was commenced several years ago, funds being provided 
by Britain and the Allied governments. An inter-allied Book Centre was 
opened in London and already nearly half a million books have been collected, 
through book salvage drives, and as gifts from universities, cultural 
societies and interested individuals. At present two hundred thousand books 
come into the Centre each week, and the objective is to have two million 
books available for distribution at the end of this year. In addition, the 
problem of providing school equipment and scientific apparatus has been 
studied, as well as plans for the international exchange of teachers and 
students.

i Conserve Feed Supplies 

j Saskatchewan To Develop Long 
j Range Fodder Production 

I Steps will be taken this year by 
the Saskatchewan government to 
conserve feed supplies and develop a 
long-range program for fodder pro¬ 
duction in all deficiency areas in the 
province, it has been announced *by 
Agriculture Minister I. C. Nollet. 

Mr. Nollet said that the agricul¬ 
ture department wanted local groups 
tp organize in order to create fodder 
reserves for at least one drouth year. 
He said that “the possible use of 
vacant lands and irrigable aheas for 
this purpose will be fully investi¬ 
gated.” 

A committee named by the min¬ 
ister of agriculture conducted surveys 
of two municipalities in 1945. These 
surveys dealt with grass land, water 
supplies, irrigation possibilties and 
pasture development. The studies 
will be continued in order to de¬ 
velop policies for land use.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J.—The United 
States government has warned the 
world that it would have to feed 
itself after Jan. 1 when it definitely 
will cease all participation in organ¬ 
ized relief. 

Assistant Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam Clayton told the 47-nation coun¬ 
cil of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation that the U.S. will 
withdraw from UNRRA on that date. 

The U.S., Clayton said, already has 
paid or earmarked $2,700,000,000 for 
relief of invaded countries and will 
not finance further relief after Jan. 
1. This government will not support 
any extension of UNRRA beyond the | 
dates already set for its expiration, t

MURPHY SPEAKS 

It is not likely that the Crows’ 
Nest Pass will soon forget one 
Harvey Murphy who, during his 
stay here, probably created more 
labor unrest than any labor organ¬ 
ize past or present. He left here 
for eastern Canada some years ago 
and is now an executive member 
of a union out at the west coast. 

He was in Calgary two weeks 
ago and made the statement that 
Canada was soon to experience a 
wave of labor strikes from coast to 
coast, said strikes presumably to 
follow the pattern of strikes which 
have prevailed for the past several 
months in the States. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that 
labor is not going to be misled by 
men such as Murphy. Canada, 
despite criticism from some quar¬ 
ters, has come out of the world 
conflict better prepared for re-con¬ 
version to peace time trends than 
possibly any country in the world. 

In the coal fields work has pro¬ 
gressed fairly smoothly between 
employee and employer and as a 
result all have benefited, labor and 
management both. If this prosper¬ 
ity is to continue and if we are to 
conserve the future prosperity of 
the industry it can only be done by 
co-operation between labor and 
management. 

Another point very often over¬ 
looked, but which ranks in equal 
importance with Management- 
Labor co-operation is the satisfac¬ 
tion which must be constantly 
maintained to the customer. A sat¬ 
isfied customer maintains his or¬ 
ders. A dissatisfied customer seeks 
other markets or other fuels. Ex¬ 
perience following the last war was 
that many people turned from coal 
to other fuels and did not return 
to coal. Old timers will remember 
the slack times of the early 1920’s 
that was entirely due to customers 
becoming dissatisfied over the loss 
and inconvenience due to unsatis¬ 
factory coal supply. Another in¬ 
stance can be related which only 
happened a few months ago. Dur¬ 
ing the “meat” strike the Rod Deer 
area became short of coal. It cotnY 
not secure sufficient coal from any 
source. It sought another form of 
fuel, gas. It has now got gas or is 
about to get it. Pass miners will 
be interested to know that Pass 
coal fired the locomotive boilers of 
the CPR engines that transported 
coal to the Red Deer area. That 
market is now lost, probably for 
all time. The reason can be written 
down to dissatisfied customers. 

No business or industry can pros¬ 
per without satisfied customers. 
The more vital the need for a com¬ 
modity the more determined will 
people be to find a dependable 
source. The marketing of coal must 
be dependable if the industry is 
to prosper.

The Editor, 

From letters appearing in the 
Press and others reaching this 
Department it is quite evident that 
there is a misunderstanding on the 
part of the Canadian public in re¬ 
gard to parcel post rates to other 
countries and restrictions on artic¬ 
les which can be shipped to the 
United Kingdom and Continental 
countries. 

A chief criticism is that “exorbi¬ 
tant” postage rates are levied on 
parcels of food and comforts to 
Europe. As you undoubtedly real¬ 
ize, the problem of relief to coun¬ 
tries in distress is not primarily one 
coming under the jurisdiction of the 
Post Office Department. Assurance 
can readily be given however, that 
this De'. artment is both willing and 
anxious to do all in its power to 
help. 

It might be explained that parcel 
post rates from Canada to other 
countries are determined by the 
cost of land and sea conveyance, as 
well as charges which must be paid 
for transit services provided by 
other Postal Administrations. 

For example, parcel post to the 
continent of Europe is routed via 
the United Kingdom. In the circum¬ 
stances, the British Postal Adminis¬ 
tration, as well as the country of 
destination, must be paid for their 
services in handling the parcels. In 
the case of parcels addressed to the

Then our postal charges are de¬ 
signed to cover out-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. 

If authorities in other countries 
are able to make reductions in their 
charges for handling our mail the 
Canadian Post Office will promptly 
pass along such reductions for the 
benefit of the Canadian mailer. 

The restriction placed on the con¬ 
tents of parcel post, i.e., the 7 lb. 
limit for food, and of not more than 
2 lb. of any variety to the United 
Kingdom did not originate with 
the Canadian Post Office but was 
imposed by British authorities in 
the light of their own domestic con¬ 
ditions. One reason being to protect 
their rationing system, also it is 
claimed that morale would be ad¬ 
versely affected if there were no re¬ 
strictions in foodstuffs from over¬ 
seas and the priviledged few with 
friends in Canada were able to re¬ 
ceive unlimited quantities while 
their neighbors were strictly ra¬ 
tioned. 

The feelings of Cajiadians with 
friends overseas can readily be 
understood but they can rest as¬ 
sured that the Post Office is seek¬ 
ing to afford the best possible serv¬ 
ice and at the lowest possible cost 
under current conditions.

CO-OPERATION OP NATIONAL 
EMPLOYMENT SERVICE WITH 
REHABILITATION COMMITTEES 

Hon. Humphrey Mitchell, minister 
of labor, has announced that steps 
have been taken to tie in more closely 
the relations of the National Employ¬ 
ment Service with the Citizens’ Re¬ 
habilitation Committees across Can- 


Following consultations with Hon. 
Ian MacKenzie, Minister of Veterans 
Affairs, directions were sent to the Re¬ 
habilitation Commmittees, informing 
them that the officials of the National 
Employment Service would be avail¬ 
able at all times for the purpose of 
assisting the Committees in their 
work, and that officers from the 
National Employment Service would 
be available to serve on the Commit¬ 
tees as members. In most cases local 
office managers have been named to 
Committees, and where this course has 
not been followed a close liaison has 
been established. 

Committees and the national em¬ 
ployment offices are making strenuous 
efforts to assist ex-servicemen and 
women back to civilian employment. 
It is important that the activities of 
these two institutions should be co¬ 
ordinated as closely as possible. 
Through the addition of National 
Employment Office Managers to the 
Commttees a much closer tie in of the 
efforts of those directly responsible 
for the employment placement of 
veterans will be accomplished. 

On the subject of the relationship of 
Employment Office Managers to the 
Committees, Mr. Mitchell has sent the 
following letter to the Chairman of 
each of the 700 local Committees:- 

The satisfactory reinstatement in 
civil life of those who, with consider¬ 
able personal sacrifice of time and 
opportunities, served in our armed 
forces is of vital importance. 

They need advice on personal 
problems, information on the Govern¬ 
ment’s vocational training programme 
and about other rehabilitation prov¬ 
isions, also help in finding jobs and 
accommodation.

As it is obviously essential that the 
Department of Labor and the Depart¬ 
ment of Veterans Affairs should work 
in close co-operation, it is hoped that 
your committee will welcome the 
manager of the local National Em¬ 
ployment Office as a member. These 
managers have instructions to attend 
meetings and give your committee 
assistance in every way. 

It is my desire that our employment 
service shall be brought to the high¬ 
est possible degree of efficiency. Your 
committee can help us to attain this 
objective by urging employers to keep 
the local office informed as to their 
needs, and by encourag'ng veterans 
to keep their registration up to date. 

It should not be overlooked that the 
employment system is national in 
scope and, through our clearance 
system, vacancies all over Canada be¬ 
come open to those who may be out of 
work in places quite remote from 
where the jobs exist. 

The policy of our employment offices 
is to give priority to veterans who have 
had overseas service, which is of dis¬ 
tinct advantage to them. In addition, 
the Reinstatement in Civil Employ¬ 
ment Act is administered through 
these offices. 

Your committee could be of valu¬ 
able assistance to us by endorsing and 
publicizing an employer relations plan 
through which employers would be 
shown the advantage of hiring ex- 
servicemen and women in anticipa¬ 
tion of improved industrial and busi¬ 
ness conditions which are sure to 
come. An extra employee or two here 
and there would mean much on a 
country-wide scale. 

We are going to solve the problems 
which face us. A nation which did so 
much in the years of war can do 
equally well in years of peace. Co-op¬ 
eration of all the citizens now, how¬ 
ever, will serve to bridge the river of 
transition more quickly.

MR. BERCUSON SPEAKS 

ON ADULT EDUCATION 

“Personalities in the news” was the 
subject of a talk given by Leonard 
Bercuson, of Edmonton, secretary- 
treasurer of the Alberta adult educa¬ 
tional association, at a meeting of the 
Blairmore Lions Club held last 
week. Mr. Bercuson asked his listen¬ 
ers to provide the names of outstand¬ 
ing persons they would like to hear 
described. Then he presented short 
sketches of each of the persons re¬ 
quested: Col. George Drew, Leonard 
W. Brockington, John L. Lewis, Geo- 
Bernard Shaw, Joseph Stalin and Cle¬ 
ment Attlee. 

Later, Mr Bercuson spoke informal¬ 
ly to a number of representative Blair¬ 
more citizens on the purposes and ac¬ 
tivities of the association he repre¬ 
sents. Formed in June, 1943, the Al¬ 
berta adult education association is 
composed of representatives of thirty 
provincial organizations interested in 
offering educational opportunities to 
those who have already left school. 
Some of the members of the associa¬ 
tion include the IODE, the Alberta 
school trustees association, the Alber¬ 
ta women’s institutes, the home and 
school federation and the Alberta fed¬ 
eration of labor. Since its inception, 
three main types of activities have 
been encouraged. First, adult classes 
have been organized in a number of 
Alberta cities and towns, among them 
being Wetaskiwin, Wainwright, Ed¬ 
monton, Lacombe, Medicine Hat and 
Calgary. These classes offer a wide 
variety of subject matter. In Edmon¬ 
ton, for example, more than 2,500 per¬ 
sons have enrolled during the last two 
years in some thirty different courses, 
among them current history, handi¬ 
crafts, psychology, English for non- 
English students, and health. 

Along with the extension depart¬ 
ment of the university the adult edu¬ 
cation association has stimulated in¬ 
terest in the national radio discussion 
programme, the ctizens’ forum. Mr. 
Bercuson briefly outlined how study 
groups are organized in connection 
with this programme and how simul¬ 
taneously hundred of study circles 
listen to the debates broadcast and 
then carry on where the programme 
leaves off with their own discussion. 

Thirdly, the many localities in the 
province which are planning to build 
community centres for the fullest de¬ 
velopment of recreational and leisure- 
time activities are receiving ass'stance 
from the association in the form of 
booklets and pamphlets. These describe 
outstanding examples of community 
centres in various parts of this con¬ 
tinent. 

Mr. Bercuson expressed the wish 
that some of these efforts be attempt¬ 
ed in Blairmore. Those present felt 
that there was a good chance of suc¬ 
cess and an informal committee was 
set up to consider the possibilities. 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 
FUND 

From February 1, 1946, the date 
the Unemployment Insurance Com¬ 
mission assumed responsibility for 
payment of Out-of-Work allow¬ 
ances, until March 8, a total of $128, 
383.98 has been paid out to 3,106 vet¬ 
erans, men and women, in Manitoba 
and western Ontario, C. R. Hudson, 
assistant to regional superintendant 
Winnipeg, disclosed on Tuesday. 

In the same area, for a four- 
week period ending February 12, 
10,454 persons received unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefit, represent¬ 
ing a total disbursement of $441,- 
936.89. This compares with 2,313 


beneficiaries and an expenditure of 
$77,338.06 during a similar period 
last year. 

For the first time since the es¬ 
tablishment of the Unemployment 
Insurance Fund, the total paid out 
in benefits exceeds the amount of 
interest accrued on investments. 
From July 1, 1941, to January 31, 
1946, over $23,000,000 was disburs¬ 
ed in benefit payments, wh : le rev¬ 
enue received from the Fund’s in¬ 
vestments amounted to slightly 
more than $17,000,000. 

The total balance in the Fund as 
at the end of January, 1946, stood 
at $318,376,870.40. 

Anglican Church 
National Appeal 



The Very Rev. R. H. Waterman, 
BA, BD, Dean of Niagara, organ¬ 
izing secretary for the Anglican 
Advance Appeal. An outstanding 
figure in the Church of England in 
Canada, typifies the militant spirit 
of a postwar church in the fight 
for peace. A towering figure of a 
man, genial, approachable, but 
fearless campaigner, he tackles 
with a realistic attitude the prob¬ 
lems of rebuilding the peace that 
face the church in the aftermath of 
war. 

Born in the rectory of a small 
parish in the Diocese of Ottawa, 
he grew up in a church atmosphere. 
His father, “Waterman of Carp,” 
himself a fearless champion and 
well known figure of the Canadian 
church, doubtless had much to do 
in laying the foundation for young 
Waterman’s mission in life. He at¬ 
tended the public and high schools 
in the parishes in which his father 
served, and in 1911 entered the 
University of Bishop’s College, 
Lennoxville, PQ, as undergraduate 
in arts and theology. He graduated 
in arts in 1914. and entered upon 
theology, but was drawn to take a 
part in the conflict of Word War 
I and enlisted in the ranks in Feb¬ 
ruary of 1915. He saw action in 
France and Germany with the Fifth 
Canadian Mounted Rifles, and re¬ 
turned to Canada in 1919 to re¬ 
enter Bishops’ College. Receiving 
the Licentiate in Sacred Theology 
in 1920 he was appointed to a par¬ 
ish in the Ottawa Diocese. In 1937, 
after serving in Pembroke and 
Smith’s Falls, he went to Hamil¬ 
ton as rector and canon of Christ’s 
church cathedral and the following 
year was made Dean of the Dio¬ 
cese by the Bishop of Niagara. He 
is now on leave of absence from 
his bishop to devote his full time 
to organizing of the Anglican Ad¬ 
vance Appeal within the Church of 
England in Canada. 

He has, since September, 1945, 
travelled some 20,000 miles across 
the Dominion and visited 26 of the 
27 dioceses. The results of his work 
in the church are strongly evident 
and the impetus she has received 
will carry her forward towards and 
beyond the week of May 12, when 
with a spirit of rededication and 
thankoffering her people will launch 
a campaign to raise $4,300,000.

But Employers and Workers Must Assist 


During the war organization of manpower 
was made possible through co-operation of 
employers and workers. 

This co-operation is no less necessary to 
assist in organizing the employment market 
during the present critical period. 

Some manpower controls still remain. 
These are still law. They are aimed at assisting 
in organizing the employment market. 

Remaining controls are designed to help 
employers and workers—and actually require 
only minor assistance from the public. 

YOU ARE URGED TO COMPLY WITH 
THE FOUR CONTROLS WHICH REMAIN: 

1— Employers MUST notify the National Employ¬ 
ment Office of any need for workers, as soon 
as that need is known. 

2 — Where employers engage workers outside the 
National Employment Service they MUST 
notify the nearest NES Office within three 
days, that an employee has been engaged. 
(Form NSS 312 is provided for this purpose.) 

3 — Unemployed workers seeking employment 
MUST register with the National Employment 
Office if unemployed for seven consecutive 
days. 

4 — Generally speaking, any employer or em¬ 
ployee MUST give seven days' notice to the 
other party of any intention to terminate 
employment. (Form NSS 120 is still required.) 
Exceptions may be learned from the nearest 
NES Office; 

The partners to industry—employers and 
employees—should help the National Employ¬ 
ment Service to promote a high level of employ¬ 
ment by complying with these simple rules. 

Only with public support can an employ¬ 
ment service give full assistance to the com¬ 
munity.

Might Be Wise To Have Occasional 
Fire Drill In Home 

There have been so many fires in 
homes during the past few months in 
which lives of adults as well as chil¬ 
dren have been lost that the ques¬ 
tion suggests itself: “Why not have 
fire drill in the house?" 

Every passenger in an Atlantic 
liner has to undergo simple life-sav¬ 
ing drill and instruction on deck the 
second day out so that they may 
know what to do and where to go- 
just in case. The danger of fire in 
a home is greater than the danger of 
being in a shipwreck, yet few, if any 
people, think of figuring out what 
they would do if the house caught 
fire. An occasional drill in the home 
might save many lives, because so 
many people who have been over¬ 
come by smoke and suffocated or 
burned to death, do so because they 
became panicky and did the wrong 
things. 

The usual thing is to make a dash 
for the main stairway, whether In 
home or hotel, and invariably people 
who escape fires report that they 
found their way barred because 
flames were creeping up the stairs. 
This is due to the scientific fact that 
the open stairway attracts the super¬ 
heated air and gases from the seat of 
fire and the stairway itself is one of 
the first things to burn. 

The cautious household will study 
the situation, make for the back door 
or a side door if the way is not 
barred by fire, and in the last resort 
make for a window where there Is a 
veranda, kitchen or woodshed where 
they can stand and await rescue if it 
is too high for a leap to the ground.

War Brides 
Committee Notes 

It is expected that brides of Cole¬ 
man soldiers married overseas will 
be arriving in Coleman at an in¬ 
creased rate within the next month 
or two. In order that some points 
may be clearly understood we plan 
on taking advantage of this column 
to deal with them. 

One point that has already 
caused a little misunderstanding 
pertains to the bride who has mar¬ 
ried a Coleman soldier overseas 
but, the latter, upon his arrival in 


Coleman decides to make his home 
in some other community and 
leaves Coleman. He may have rela¬ 
tives here and upon his wife’s ar¬ 
rival brings her to Coleman for a 
holiday. Our committee has no 
authority to sponsor a shower in 
that bride’s behalf. Only brides 
who will reside in Coleman are to 
be given showers by this committee. 

Another point that is still not 
clear is that it is the groom’s 
mother or close relative that are 
responsible for the invitation list. 
They submit the completed list to 
this committee who makes it its 
business to get the invitations in 
the mail. Anyone desiring an invita¬ 
tion need only contact the groom’s 
mother or Mrs. Isobel Seaman, 
charman of the Brides’ committee 
who will promptly have an official 
invitation extended to them. 

A third point is that all cakes 
(home baked) are the responsibility 
of the groom’s mother, sisters and 
close friends. The brides’ committee 
takes care of the sandwiches. The 
amount of home baked cake re¬ 
quired for a shower is left entire¬ 
ly to the discretion of the groom’s 
relatives and close friends. The tea 
and coffee is also taken care of by 
the committee. 

An embarrassing point that can 
be eliminated is the one where the 
committee members interviewing a 
family preparatory to sponsoring a 
shower are asked to bring a cake. 
Thought should be given to the 
fact that these committee members 
are sponsoring the shower which 
requires much work. A hall has to 
be rented, invitations sent out, 
sandwiches ordered, fires lit, tables 


decorated, serve the lunch, and then 
start in and wash a miniature moun¬ 
tain of dishes,which, by the way 
had to be rented. Asking cake on 
top of these other services is really 
asking a little too much. 

The committee plans on sponsor¬ 
ing a series of these war brides’ 
showers and only asks the co-opera¬ 
tion of citizens who may have to 
play major roles in helping the 
showers to be successful 1.

Q. When I had my chest X-rayed 
they told me I had thickened 
pleura. What does that mean? 

A. Thickening of the lining of 
the chest wall or of the coating of 


the lung. This may improve with 
time. 

Q. I had pleurisy with effusion a 
year ago. Recent X-ray shows two 
small spots on the left side; also a 
shadow from fluid at the base of 
the lung. I still have pain with a 
deep breath. Would that be adhe¬ 
sions, and will they clear up? 

A. The pain could be due to 
adhesions, and may or may not dis¬ 
appear. You may have occasional 
pain for years.
